Great 
men of the political kingdom and 
the kingdom of letters gathered 
with a thousand others to pay their 
last tribute. -The service lasted 
half an hour and was the close of 
three days of mourning. 

Among the mourners were the 
Prime Minister, Stanley Baldwin;

MacDonald; Rudyard Kipling, Sir 
James M. Barrie, George Bernard 
Shaw, John Galsworthy, Sir Ed- 
mund Gosse, Laurence Housman 
and representatives of the King 
and the Prince of Wales.

WOMAN REFUSES 
TO SAY SHE’S SORRY 


Both Remanded in Custody 
of Marshal—Cannot Give 
Bonds Until Appeal Is 
Filed. 


Harry Turner, editor of “Much 
Ado,” was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment in Leavenworth 
Penitentiary, and Alice Martin, 
owner of the publication, was 
fined $1000, by Federal Judge Da- 
vis today, on their conviction for 
sending obscene matter through 
the mails. 

Judge Davis, before passing 
sentence on Miss Martin, gave her 
an opportunity to say that she re- 
gretted her connection with the 
publishing of a reprinted article 
from the San Diego Herald, which 
lampooned Aimee Semple McPher- 
son, California evangelist, in terms 
usually considered unprintable, 

Miss Martin declined to express 
any regret, though Attorney Ray 
Weinbrenner, speaking previously 
for Turner and her, had _=s stated 
that both were “sincerely sorry.” It 
appeared that the Court was will- 
ing, if Miss Martin made a per- 
sonal expression of regret, to show 
leniency , probably by a. light fine 
“on execution,” which might never 
have been collected. The fine as 
imposed, $500 on each of two 
counts of the indictment, must be 
paid, the alternative being a 30 
days’ jail sentence on each count. 

Held Pending Appeal. 

The Court held no colloquy with 
Turner before imposing his sen- 
tence, two years on each count, the 
two sentences to run concurrently. 
The defense counsel gave: notice of 
an appeal, and said the release of 
Turner and Miss Martin on super- 
sedeas bonds would be sought. The 
Court fixed Turner’s bond at $10,- 
000 and Miss Martin’s at $2500, but 
they cannot be released until after 
the filing of the appeal, which did 
not appear likely to take place to- 
day. In the meantime, they are in 
the Marshal’s custody, and may be 
placed in the city jail. 

Attorney Weinbrenner, in ad- 
dressing the, court, said. “Both the 
defendants are sincerely sorry for 
the publication of. the article. 
Turner, having been a publisher, 
thought the article, having been 
printed and having been mailed to 
him, was printable. He felt that 
the postal authorities, if they found 
it objectionable, might block it out 
and permit the issue to be circu- 
lated. The defendants promise the 
Court that henceforth, in their 
publication, nothing objectionable 
will be printed, and that the postal 
authorities will be given the oppor- 
tunity to inspect matter in ad- 
vance.” 

Denies Regret in Matter. 

District Attorney Breuer then 
said that he felt sympathy for Miss 
Martin, believing her to have been 
‘under the domination and control 
of Turner in this matter,” and that 
he would not ask a heavy penalty 


in her case. 
“As to tekner,” the District At- 
torney said, “I take no stock in his 


penitence. His regret, if any, has 
come since the jury’s verdict last 
Friday. In the December issue of 
his magazine he expressed defiance 
of the law enforcement machinery 
of the Government and promised 
his readers that he would reprint 
the McP ners article in the Janu- 
ary issue.’ 

‘Miss Martin,” said Judge Davis, 
“T can understand that you could 
suffer great humiliation and regret 
at having been indicted, thrown in- 
to jail, tried and convicted on this 
charge. Leaving this aside, can 
you tell the court that you sincere- 
ly regret the connection you were 
shown to have had with the pub- 
lication of this article?’ 

“Of coursew, your honor,” Miss 
Martin replied, “I was greatly hu- 
miliated by my arrest, trial and 
conviction. But as a student of lit- 
erature, particularly Greek litera- 
ture, I cannot in my very heart 
agree with the jury. Consequently, 
I cannot be true to my own literary 
feelings and nature if I say that I 
regret or was humiliated by the 
actual] publication of this article. 
Your honor can see that I would 
be a moral coward if I took any 
other ground.” 

Woman Owner of Paper. 

In reprinting the McPherson ar- 
ticle in the October, 1926, issue of 
“Much Ado,” Turner appended a 
signed comment jin which he 
termed the article “utterly filthy” 
and “unfit for publication.” In 
his testimony, he said that this 
comment was “satire, which is

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 16.— 
Drastic laws against lynching were 
recommended to the Genéral As- 
sembly of Virginia today by Gov. 
Byrd. 

“I recommend that the crime of 
lynching be declared by law a spe- 
cific State offense to be prosecuted 
by the Attorney-Ge:-+ral or other 
}rosecutcrs designated by the Gov- 
crn - in addition to local authori- 
ties,” the Chief Executive declarcd. 

“Also, that a county or city 
where the lynching occurs be re- 
quired to pay $2500 to the law- 
ful distributees of the person 
lynched, and that the Governor be 
authorized to spend such sums as 
he deems necessary in apprehend- 
ing, the guilty members of the mob. 
It should be made clear that de- 
claring lynching a specific State 
offense does not take away the 
constitutional rights of accused cit- 
izens for trial fn the localities 
where the crime was committed.” 

The Governor declared opposi- 
tion to the proposal to withdraw 
State surport to Virginia Military 
Institute, but said “brutal hazing 
must be stopped and no repetition 
of the student strike will be tol- 
erated.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—In the 
presence of one of the highest paid 
lobbies Washington has seen, Sen- 
ator Thomas J. Walsh (Dem.), 
Montana, appeared before the Sen- 
ate Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee today in behalf of his resolu- 
tion to investigate the _ electric 


power and utilities combines. 
The lobby, which boasts that it 
represents $17,500,000,000, was 
headed by former Senator Irvine 
L. Lenroot (Rep.), Wisconsin. The 
other recognized members were 
George B. Cortelyou, president, for 
the Consolidated Gas Co. of New 
York; Stephen Davis, former solic- 
itor of the Commerce Department, 
now director of the Joint Commit- 
tee of the National Utilities Asso- 
ciation; Philip Gadsden of the 
United Gas and Electric Co. of 
Philadelphia, and Josiah Newcomb, 
counsel for the joint committee. In 
the committee room also were oth- 
er representatives of the tower and 
utilities interests who will probably 
be heard later if the committee re- 
ports the resolution favorably, 
Lenroot Speaks for Combines, 
After Walsh had presented rea- 
sons why a special committee of 
five Senators should-investigate the 
power combines, Lenroot indicated 


that his clients would not openly f 


oppose-the inquiry. 

Chairman James E. Watson 
stated that he noted many per- 
sons in the audience who prob- 
ably would oppose the Walsh res- 
olution and asked if any one want- 
ed to reply to Walsh. Lenroot 
answered by saying, “I. do not 
rise to the invitation that those 
who oppose the resolution might 
have something to say. I merely 


want to enter an appearance for 


the joint committee of the Na- 
tional Utilities Association. Later, 
we will ask the committee to hear 
5 or 6 of our representatives. Their 
testimony will be short and con- 
cise.” 

Hearing Set for Tomorrow. 

Opposition to the terms of the 
resolution was foreshadowed when 
Henry G, Wells, representing the 
National Association of Railroad 
and Utilities Commissioners, fol- 
lowed Lenroot. He asked to be 
heard at some latter date concern- 
ing ‘‘one feature” of the resolu- 
tion. Wells said that this feature 
was a matter of concern to State 
commissioners of utilities. He 
could not be reached after the 
meeting, but apparently his asso- 
ciation is fearful that the Fed- 
eral Government will invade the 
jurisdiction of the State bodies. 

Another witness who apparently 
opposed the terms was M. W. Har- 
rison, representing the National 
Owners of Railroad and Utilities 
Securities, an organization com- 
posed of insurance companies and 
banks. 

Lenroot, Wells and Harrison 
were told that they and their as- 
sociates would be heard at 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning. 

Walsh, in his usual calm, judicial 
manner, gave a brief resume of the 
reasons why he believed the Senate 
should investigate the combines. In 
reply to the argument, that the in- 
vestigation should be confined to 
interstate business of the utilities 
companies, he said there were 
three perfectly sound reasons why 
the inquiry should not be so lim- 
ited. Any one of these reasons 
alone would justify the investiga- 
tion, he said. 

Wants Comprehensive Inguiry. 

“The first reason is that if Con- 
gress has no power to go beyond 
interstate business, there should be 
an investigation to ascertian just 
how far the Federal Government 
can go,” he said. “To do this, a 
survey of the entire field is neces- 
sary. If we are to find specific 
evils, it will first be necessary to 
find the evils that exist through- 
out the industry. 

“For the second reason, suppose 
it to be a fact that every operating 
company is confined to intra-state 
business. Even if this is true, hold- 
ing companies are organized to 
control the stock of these operating 
companies and their operations are 
interstate. We have already 
learned that half a dozen leading 
companies own the great bulk of 
the operating companies through-

HAVANA, Jan. 16.—The helping 


hand of the United States in the 
solution of the problems that beset 
the nations of the new world was 
extended by President Calvin Cool- 
idge today, when he opened the 
sixth Pan-American congress. In 
his address he dedicated hig Gov- 
erenment to work for. international 
confidence, helpfulness and good 
will, He spoke in the National 
Theater before the representatives 
of 21 nations of the Western hem- 


isphere. 

As the spokesman of a country on 
an equal plane with her sister re- 
publics, the President of the Unit- 


ed States gave assurance that his 
Government was prepared to en- 
courage all peaceful pursuits that 


would bring the American family 
of states Into closer and more per- 
manent harmony. Although he 
spoke in English to a predominant- 
ly Spanish-understanding audience, 
Mr. Coolidge frequently was inter- 
rupted by prolonged applause, 

The great throng assembled 
cheered and élapped their hands at 
several points in his address, laying 
stress on hope for peace in the new 
worl’. and rose from their seats 
several times to add weight to their 
enthusiasm. 

Machado Strikes Peace Note. 

Mr. Coolidge was introduged by 
President Machado of Cuba in a 
speech also keyed to te note of 
international friendship and good 
will, and was obliged to wait sev- 
eral minutes before beginning his 
discourse until the applause had 
subsided. , ” 

At the right, in a box, sat Mrs. 
Coolidge with Senora Machado. At 
the long table, behind which the 
two Presidents sat in higher leath- 
er-backed chairs, were Secretary of 
State Kellogg and the Cuban Sec- 
retary of State. 

Te arrival of the presidential 
party at the theater came after an- 
other triumphal! procession through 
the streets of Havana from the na- 
tional palace, where President and 
Mrs. Coolidge are staying. Crowds 


throwing their hats in the air, 
cheering and calling “Viva El 
President” as the automobile car- 
rying Mr. Coolidge and Senor Ma- 
chado passed. Seemingly not 
having exhausted their wild cheer- 
ing for the American executive 
when he entered the Cuban capital 
yesterday in a riotous pageant of 
enthusiasm, the Cubans acclaimed 
him again with equal vigor. 

The usual placidit:: of Mr. Cool- 
idge was broken and he was un- 
able to refrain from showing his 
deep pleasure.in the emotional ap- 
peal of Cuba's welcome, 


Mrs. Coolidge followed the Presl- 
dent into the theater and, separat- 
ed from him by a group of Cuban 
officials, was almost lost in the 
crush. Her bodyguard, John G. 
Fitzgerald, remonstrated with the 
Cuban policeman who sought to 
hold her back and who bowed 
deeply in apology because he had 
failed to place her promptly.

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EXPLAINS 2 KINDS 
OF PREPAREDNESS 
T0 PREVENT WAR 


Secretary of War Davis 
Says Peace Cannot Be 
Preserved by Agreements 
Alone. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— Peace 

cannot be preserved by agreements 
alone, was the consensus voiced 
last night at the opening session 
of the third conference on the 
cause and cure of war by Secre- 
tary of War Davis, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Castle and Rear’ Ad- 
miral Frank H. Schofield, who all 
reiterated the old theory that to 
| preserve peace a nation must be 
| prepared for war. 
“There are two kinds of pre- 
| paredness,” Davis saiG. “The first 
and best known kind is for aggres- 
sive war, and is characterized, first, 
by a large regular army constantly 
under arms, and second, by the 
ability to mobilize the entire nation 
in arms within the period of a few 
days. 

“The second kind is prepared« 
ness for defense. No nation plot- 
ting to attack its neighbors ever 
prepares to do it by means of a 
partly-trained citizen army. It 
must have a great and overwhelm- 
ing striking force, ready for instant 
mobilization; and no milit’ Se 
tem, such as that contemplated by 
our Constitution, provides an ef- 
fective striking force until many 
months have elapsed after the 
declaration o’ war.’ 

Security Within ee 

“No nation turns more imstinc- 
tively from all thought of war than 
the United States,” he said, “but 
we must insist upon security with- 
in our national frontiers, the free 
right to navigate the high seas, and 
the right to defend American lives 
and property.” 

Although the United States dots 
not wish “to provoke war by over- 
preparedness,” neither should it 
“invite it by under-preparedness,” 
he added. 

Since the World War, he cone 
tinued, the War Department has 
maintained a regular army “that 
is utterly inadequate for aggres- 
sion,” and has developed the Na- 
tional Guard and organized - re- 
serves only as “the framework for 
the great army which is the 
final defense of the nation in times 
of great emergency.” 

The development of the “educa- 
tional orders” plan for munitions 
manufacture, the secretary said, 
was another illustration of defen- 
sive as opposed to offensive pre- 
paredness since, instead of laying 
up any large store of munitions cf 
war, it merely ensures that the 
factories of the country “have on 
their shelves the jigs, gauges and 
dies and the factory plan mecés- 
sary to quick production in case 
we are attacked.” | 

Says Peace Is State of Mind. 

Assistant . Secretary Castle 

praised the State Department ag an 
agency for preventing war, 3 

“Peace, to be real.” he said, 
“must be a state of mind.” 

It is the State Department's con- 
stagt, though frequently misunder- 
stood, preoccupation, he added, te 
prevent international misunder- 
standings from developing into «4 
state of mind conducive. to war, 
Its policy. he explained, was to 6et- 
tle all justiciable questions by arbi- 
tration, and by conciliation to pre- 
vent as many questions as 
from even reaching the stage of 
arbitration. 

The State Department, he main- 
tained, skould not be hurried into 
making important decisions, Those 
who agitate for instant action oft- 
en’ do not understand the question 
at issue “even in the elemen- 
tary way.” For example, @ telis- 
phone call from a man, who 
said. “I am_absolutely in favor of 
the Briand treaty. Will you tell 
me what fs in it?”

Mr. President and Members of 
the Pan-American Conference: 
No citizen of any of the Amer- 

icas could come to the Queen 

of the islands of the West Indies 
without «xperiencing an emotion 
of gratitude and reverence. These 
are the outposts of the new Civ- 
lization of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. It was among them the 
three small ships of the heroic 

Admiral came when, with the as- 

sistance and support of Spain, 

Columbus presented to Europe 

the first widespread, public, and 

authoritative knowledge of the 

New World. Other points may 

have been previously visited, but 

for these was reserved the final 
revelation. The Great Discoverer 
prought with him the seed of 
more republics, the promise of 
greater human freedom, than 
ever crossed the seas on any oth- 
er voyage. With him sailed im- 
mortal Declarations of Independ- 
ence and Great Charters of self- 
government. He laid out a course 
that led from despotism to_de- 
mocracy. Edward Everett Hale, 

a seer of New England, tells us 

that this gallant seaman who 

rose above the storms to become 
the forerunner of an age of 
pioneers, 

Left blood and guilt and tyranny 
behind, 
Sailing still West 

shore to find: 

For al] mankind that unstained

In the spirit of Christopher Co- 
lumbus all of the Americas have 
an eternal bond of unity, a com- 
mon heritage bequeathed to us 
alone. Unless we together re- 
deem the promise which his voy- 
age heid for humanity, it must 
remain forever void. This is the 
destiny which Pan-America has 
heen chosen to fulfill. 

/s we look back over the ac- 
complishments of the past four 
centuries, we can see that we are 
warranted in asserting that the 
western hemisphere has not 
failed in the er cvice that it 
seeyed destined to render to hu- 
manity. Progress does not gv ior- 
ward in a straight line. It is 
success‘or of waves. We can not 
always ride on their crest, but 
among our republics the main 
tide of human advancement has 
been steadily rising. The peopic 
have taken charge of their own 
aftairs. In epite of some tem- 
porary discouragements, they 
have on the whole been success- 
ful. The fertility of a virgin soil, 
@ wealth of mineral deposits, an 
abundance of water power, a 
multitude of navigable rivers, all 
at the command of a resource- 
ful people, have produced a mat- 
terial® prosperity greater in 
amount and more widely distri- 
uted than ever before fell to the 
lot of the human race. The arts 
and sciences have flourished, the 
advantages of education are 
widespread, devotion to religion 
is marked bv its sincerity. The 
spirit of liberty is universal. An 
attitude of peace and good will 
Prevails among our nations. A 
determination to adjust differ- 
ences among ourselves, not by 
a resort to force, but by the ap- 
Plication of the principles of 
Justice and equity, is one of our 
strongest characteristics. The 
Sovereignty of small nations 1s 
respected. It is for the purpose 
of giving stronger guaranties to 
these priticiples, of increasing 
the amount and extending the 
breadth of these blessings, that 
this conference has been assem- 
bled. 

Cuba’s 30 Years of Progress. 
The very place where we are 

meeting is a complete demon- 
Stration of the progress we are 
making. Thirty years ago Cuba 
ranked as a foreign possession, 
torn by revolution and devastat- 
ed by hostile forces. Such gov- 
ernment as existed rested on mil- 
Mary force. Today Cuba is her 
Own sovereign. Her people are 
independent, free, prosperous, 
Peaceful and enjoying the ad- 
Vantages of self-government. 
The last important area has tak- 
en her place among the republics 
of the New World. Our fair host- 
ess has raised herself to a high 
and honorable position among 
the nations of the earth. The 
intellectual qualities of the Cu- 
ban people have won forthema 

Permanent place in science, art, 

anq literature, and their produc- 

tion of staple commodities has 
made them an important factor 
in the economic structure of the 

World. They have reached a po- 

sition in the stability of their 

Government, in the genuine ex- 

Pression of their public opinion 

&t the ballot box, and in the rec-

Ognized soundness of their pub- 
lic credit that has commanded 
universal respect and admira- 
tion. What Cuba has done, oth- 
ers have done and are doing. 

It is a heavy responsibility 
which rests upon the people and 
the governments represented at 
this conference. Unto them has 
been given a new land, free from 
the traditional jealousies and 
hatreds of the Old World. where 
the people might come into the 
fullest state of development. It 
is among the republics of this 
hemisphere that the principle of 
human rights has had its broad- 
est application: where political 
freedom and equality and eco- 
nomic opportunity have made 
their greatest advance. Our most 
Sacred trust has been, and is, the 
establishment and expansion of 
the spirit of democracy. No doubt 
we shall make some false starts 
and experience some disappoint- 
ing reactions. But we have put 
our confidence in the ultimate 
wisdonr of the people. -We be- 
lieve We can rely on their intelli- 
gence, their honesty, and their 
character. We are thoroughly 
committed to the principle that 
they are better fitted to govern 
themselves than anyone else is 
to govern them. We do not claim 
immediate perfection. But we do 
expect continual progress. Our 
history reveals that in such ex- 
pectation we have not been dis- 
appointed. It is better for the 
people to make their own mis- 
takes than to have someone else 
make their mistakes for them. 

Attachment to Peace. 

Next to our .ttachment to the 
principle of self-government has 
been our attachment to the pol- 
icy of peace. When the repub- 
lics of the Western Heniisphere 
£ained their independence, they 
were, compelled to fight for it. 
They have always been a brave, 
resolute and determined - peorie. 
willing to make any sacrifices to 
defend what they believed to be 
heir rights. But. when once 
their rights have been secured. 
they have been almost equally 
solicitous to respect the rights 
of others. Their chief efforts 
have been devoted to the arts 
of peace. They have never cone 
under the delusion of military 
grandeur. Nowhere among these 
republics have f&reat militarv 
establishments ever been. main- 
tained for the purpose of over- 
awing or subjugating other na- 
tions. We have all nourished a 
commendable sentiment of mod- 
preparation for national 
defense, believing that for a na- 
tion to be unreasonably neglect- 
ful of the military art, even if 
it did not invite and cause such 
aggression as to result either ir 
war or in alject humiliaticn, ° 
must finally lead to a disastrous 
disintegration of the verv moral 
fiber of the nation. But it is 
one thing to be prepared to de- 
fend our rights as a last extrem- 
ity and quite another to rely on 
force where reason ought to 
prevail. The form of our gov- 
ernments guarantees us against 
the Old World dynastic: wars, It 
is scarcely too much to say that 
the conflicts which have been 
waged by our republics for 150 
years have Leen almost entirely 
for the purposc of securing in- 
dependence and extending the 
domain of human _ freedom, 
When these have been accom- 
plished, we have not failed to 
heed the admonition to beat our 
swords into plowshares. 

We have kept the peace s0 
largely among our republics be- 
cause democracies are peace- 
loving. They are founded on the 
desire to promote the general 
welfare of the people, which is 
seldom accomplisbed by warfare. 
In addition to this we have 
adopted. a spirit of accommoda- 
tion, good will, confidence, and 
mutual helpfulness. We have 
been slow to anger and plenteous 
in mercy. When this attitude 
prevails it is not difficult to 
find practical means of adjust- 
ing differences. The statesman- 
ship of the Southern American 
republics has shown a peculiar 
skill and aptitude in this field. 
It began with mutual consulta- 
tion. The first Pan-American 
Cangress assembled at Panama 
City about 100 years ago. The 
purpose of that gathering has 
never been forgotten and it may 
be said to have marked the be- 
ginning of a permanent institu- 
tion. The republics south of the 
Rio Grande have produced a 
most impressive record of a re- 
gort to mediation, arbitration, 
and other peaceful methods of 
the adjustment and adjudication 
of their international differences. 
A study of their treaties will 
disclose some of the finest ex- 
amples of mutual covenants for 
the limitation of armaments and 
the avoidance of hostile conflict. 
In the discovery of the true 
principles of international rela- 
tions, and in the practical ability 
of putting them tnto effect, they

have demonstrated a moral pow- 
er and strength of character for 
which the whole world should 
be profoundly grateful. 
Nations On an Equality. 

The Pan-American Conferences 
meet for the purpose of main- 
taining and extending these im- 
portant prirciples. It is impos- 
sible to conceive of a more in- 
spiring motive which.men could 
entertain in dealing with the af- 
fairs of this world. You have 
convened to take counsel togeth- 


' er for increasing the domestic 


welfare of the free people of 
our independent republics and 
promoting international peace. 
No other part of the world could 
provide constituencies which all 
have such a unity of purpose. 
The whole atmosphere of the 
Conference is animated with the 
spirit of democracy and good 
will. This is the fundamental 
concept of your organization, All 
nations here represented stand 
on an exact footing of equality. 
The smallest and the weakest 
speaks here with the same au- 
thority as the largest and the 
most powerful. You come to- 
gether under the present condi- 
tion, and the future expectation, 
of profound peace. You are con- 
tinuing to strike a new note in 
international gatherings by main- 
taining a forum in which not the 
selfish interests of a few, but 
the general welfare of all, will 
be considered. 

If you are to approximate your 
past successes, it will be because 
you do not hesitate to meet facts 
squarely. We must consider not 
only our strength but our weak- 
nesses. We must give thought 
not only to our excellence but to 
our defects. The attitude of the 
open mind must prevail. Most 
of all, you must be guided by 


patience, tolerance, and charity, ~ 


judging your sister nations not 
only by their accomplishments, 
but also by their aspirations. A 
Divine Providence has made us 
a neighborhood of republics. It 
is impossible to suppose that it 
was for the purpose of making 
us hostile to each other. but 
from time to time to reveal to us 
the methods by which we might 
secure the advantages 
ings of enduring friendships. 

Like the subjects which have 
occupied the attention of vour 
predecessors, the topics con- 
tained in the agenda of the pres- 
ent Conference call for co-op- 
erative international 
They belong to the class of in- 
quiries that produce closer in- 
ternational relations, promoting 
the good of all in the political, 
economic, social and cultural 
spheres. Your predecessors have 
shown great wrsdom in directing 
their attention to the matters 
that unite and strengthen us. in 
friendly collaboration—subjects 
that develop an inter-American 
unity of sentiment which alone 
can make our common endeav- 
ors fruitful. 

No Antagonism Involved.

The existence of this confer- 
ence, held for the consideration 
of measures of purely American 
concern, involves no antagonism 
toward any other section of the 
world or any other organization. 
It means that the independent 
republics of the Western Hemis- 
phere, animated by the same 
ideals, enjoying the common 
blessings of freedom and peace, 
realize that there are many mat- 
ters of mutual interest and im- 
portance which can best be in- 
vestigated and resolved through 
the medium of such friendly con- 
tact and negotiation as is neces- 
sary for co-operative action. We 
realize that one of the most im- 
portant services which we can 
render humanity, the one for 
which we dre peculiarly respons- 
ible, is to maintain the ideals of 
our Western World. That is otrr 
obligation. No one else can dis- 
charge it for us. If it- is to be 
met, we must meet it ourselves, 
We must join together in assur- 
ing conditions under which our 
republics will have the freedom 
and the responsibility of working 
out their own destiny in their 
own wey. 

The proceedings of the suc- 
cessive Pan-American Confer- 
ences reveal a record of achieve- 
ment which, without attempt- 
ting the spectacular, constantly 
builds on the solid foundation 
of the immediately attainable. 
With each succeeding conference 
the agreements for the orderly 
settlement of such differences as 
may arise between the Ameri- 
can republics have been extend- 
ed and strengthened, thus mak- 
ing their relationship more cer- 
tain and more secure. Each con- 
ference has contributed its share 
toward developing more inti- 
mate cultura] ties among the na- 
tions of this hemisphere, and 
establishing new currents of mu- 
tual understanding. Obstacles 
to closer economic relations have 
been removed, thus clearing the 
pathways of commercial inter- 
course. 

Of scarcely. less importance 
have been the many special con- 
ferences which from time to time 
have assembled for the purpose 
of dealing with the more tech- 
nical questions in the relations 
between the republics of Amer- 
ica. The meetings of the Inter- 
national Commission of Jurigts, 
the Pan-American Highway Con- 
ferences, the Child Welfare Con- 
ferences, the Sanitary Confer- 
ences, the Conference on Consu!- 
ar Procedure, the Scientific 


tion for motor trdnsport. 


Congresses, the Financial Con- 
ferences, the Red Cross Confer- 
ences, and the highly important 
and significant Congress of Jour- 
nalists have all served to 
strength that spirit of Pan- 
American solidarity which, in 
the last analysis, represents one 
of the greatest achievements of 
our American civilization and 
one which, in the future, is des- 
tined to play so important a part 
in the fulfillment of the high 
mission intrusted to the republics 
of his hemisphere. 

Cultural Interchange Helpful. - 

It has been most gratifying 
to witness the increasing inter- 
change of university professors 
and the constantly growing 
stream of student migration rrom 
one country to another. No oth- 
er influence can be more potent 
and effective in promoting mu- 
tual comprehension of national 
aims and ideals. It is sincerely 
to be hoped that this cultural 
interchange will with eacn year 
assume larger portions, 

It is not desirable that we 
should attempt to be all alike. 
Progress is not secured through 
uniformity and similarity but 
rather through multiplicity and 
diversity. We should all be in- 
tent on maintaining our own in- 
Stitutions and customs, preserv- 
ing the purity of our own lan- 
guage and literature, fostering 
the ideals of our own culture 
and society. In a territory reach- 
ing from the north temperate 
zone through the tropics to the 
South Pole, there is room enough 
for every worthy activity which 
is profitable and every ideal 
which is good. Our geographical 
location, as well as our potftical 
ideals, has endowed us with a 
self-contained unity and inde- 
pendence. Instead of considering 
our variations as an obstacle, 
we ought to realize that they 
are a contribution to harmoni- 
ous political and eeonomic rela- 
tions. 

In this great work of further 
initer-American understanding, a 
large responsibility rests upon 
the press of all countries. In our 
present stage of civilization, 
knowledge of foreign people is 
almost wholly supplied from that 
source. By misinterpreting facts, 
carelessness in presenting 
them in their true light, much 
damage can be done. While 
great progress has been made 
toward the publication of fuller 
information and unbiased views, 
a better exchange of news, serv- 
ice. would do much to péemote 
mutual knowledge and wunder- 
standing. What happens in this 
hemisphere is of more vital in- 
terest to all of us than 
across any of 
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what 
happens 
oceans. 
Improvement In Communication. 
An increase of information de- 
pends largely on an increase in 
the means of communication. 
During the entire nineteenth cen- 
tury intercourse between the 
American republics was exceed- 
ingly difficult, and this isolation 
proved a serious 
closer understanding. The 
tieth century, however, and espe- 
cially the last 10 years have 
witnessed astonishing changes in 
this respect. Transportation by 
water has become rapid, com- 


obstacie to 


twene- 


‘fortable, and relatively inexpen- 


sive. Shipping facilities from the 
United States have been largely 
improved. Our Government is 
greatly interested in increasing 
their efficiency. Railway lines 
have been extended so that it will 
soon be possible to travel with 
practically no interruption from 
the northern border of the United 
States to the southern border of 
E1] Salvador, and in South Amer- 
ica from Peru to Patagonia. 
During very recent years every 
government of this hemisphere 
has been giving special attention 
building of highways, 
partly with a view of establish- 
ing feeders to the railway lines, 
but also to provide great arteries 
of inter-American communica- 
On the 
wall of my office hangs a map 
showing proposed highways con- 
necting the principal points of 
our two Continents. 

I am asking the United States 
Congress to authorize sending 
engineering advisers, the same 
as We send military and naval 
advisers, when requested by oth- 
er countries, to assist in road 
building. These gratifying 
changes are about to be supple- 
mented by the establishment of 
aviation routes, primarily for the 
transportation oF mails, which 
will afford to our republics a 
channel of interchange which 
will find its ultimate expression 
in closer cultural and commer- 
cial ties and in better mutual 
comprehension. Our Congress 
also has under consideration pro- 
posals for supporting such air 
routes. Citizens of the United 
States are considering installing 
them. 

Private organizations of civic, 
cultural and educational charac- 
ter.also have a great opportunity 
to help in the development of a 
closer understanding amongst 
the nations of America. The fine 
co-operation of the Red Cross 
secieties of the American Con- 
tinents is an outstanding in- 
stance of the field for service 
open to the civic and philan- 
thropic organizations of this 
hemisphere. 

In the domain of commercial 
relations, the last few years have 
witnessed an extraordinary 
strengthening of the economic 
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ties binding together our repub- 
lics. In both agricultural and 
industrial production the coun- 
tries of America are now com- 
plementing one another to an 
unusual degree, resulting in an 
increasing exchange of commod- 
ities. Furthermore, recent years 
have witnessed a most gratify- 
ing rise in the standards of liv- 
ing of the wage earners through- 
out the Americas. They enjoy a 
greater productive and earning 
capacity, with a cons:quent in- 
crease in their purchasing pow- 
er which has been reflected in 
the growing volyme of inter- 
American commerce, destined to 
become more and more impor- 
tant as it combines a scientific 
utilization of natural resources 
with an increasing . economic 
power of the masses of the peo- 
ple. The greater a nation be- 
comes in wealth and production, 
the more it has for the service 
of its neighbors, the larger its 
markets for the goods of others. 
The production of natural forces, 
supplemented by the conscious 
purpose of the Governments and 
peoples of the Americas, has in- 
creased their mutual interest in 
each other and strengthened the 
commercial ties among them, 

In this work of inter-Ameri- 
can co-operation, an important 
part has been played by the Pan- 
American Union. It stands 4s 
the permanent organ of these 
conferences. This international 
organization has labored unceas- 
ingly to give effect to the treaties 
and resolutions adopted by the 
successive conferences. Its 
scope of usefulness is constantly 
being enlarged and its ability to 
serve the American republics is 
strengthened with each year that 
passes. 

In the area of political rela- 
tions the results have been no 
less gratifying and even more 
significant. It 1s almost impos- 
sible fully to appreciate the re- 
markable record achieved by the 
republics of America in the set- 
tlement of the differences that 
have arisen among them, Be- 
cause of ill-defined boundaries 
of the sparsely settled political 
subdivisions of the old Spanish 
colonial empire, the independent 
states of Amer‘ca carved out of 
it. fell heir to a large number of 
territorial disputes which. in 
many cases, were of an exceed- 
ingly delicate and difficult na- 
ture. t is a tribute to the spirit 
of good will and mutual accom- 
modation which 
the relations among the nations 
of the Western World that most 
ef these disputes have been set- 
tled by the orderly process of 
negotiation, mediation, and afr- 
bitration. The adjustment of in- 
ternational differences on the 
American Continents has hap- 
pily advanced to a stage at which 
but few questions remain ufh- 
solved. This extraordinary rec- 
ord of achievement places heavy 
responsibility upon the present 
generation to advance the great 
work that has been 80 auspice 
iously begun. 
High Example For the World. 

It is a high example that we 
have set for the world in resolv- 
ing international differences 
without resort to force. If these 
conferences mean anything, they 
mean the bringing of all our 
people more definitely and more 
completely under the reign of 
law. After all, it is in that di- 
rection that we must look with 
the greatest assurance for human 
progress. We can make no ad- 
vance in the realm of economics, 
we can do nothing for education, 
we can accomplish but little 
even in the sphere of religion, 
until human affairs are brought 
within the orderly rule of law. 
The surest refuge of the weak 
and the oppressed is in the law. 
It is pre-eminently the shield of 
small nations. This is neces- 
sarily a long, laborious process, 
which must broaden out frem 
precedent to precedent, from the

genera] acceptance of principle 
to principle. New activities re- 
quire new laws. The rules for 
the governing of aviation are 
only beginning to be considered. 
We shall make more progress in 
the end if we proceed with delib- 
eration. No doubt you will find 
in your discussions many princi- 
ples that you are ready to an- 
nounce as sound and _ settled 
rules of action. But there are 
certain to be other questions con- 
cerning which it is not possible 
at the present time to lay down 
a specific rule of law. This neca 
not discourage 
rather the most conclusive evi- 
dence that the results which 
have been secured are not of a 
temporary and ill-considered na- 
ture, but a mature statement of 
sound and conclusive principles/ 

The founders of our republics 
sought no peculiar preferment 
for themselves. That same dis- 
interested spirit which has ani- 
mated* the conduct of our past 
conferences has given the Amer- 
ican family of nations a high 
place in the opiinon of the world. 
Our republics seek no special 
privileges for themselves, nor 
are they moved by any of those 
purposes of domination and re- 
straints upon liberty of action 
which in other times and places 
have been fatal to peace and 
progress. In the international 
system which you represent the 
rights of each nation carry with 
them corresponding obligations, 
defined by laws which we recog- 
nize as binding upon all of us. 
It is through the careful observ- 
ance of those laws which define 
our rights and impose our duties 
that international] co-operation is 
possible. This lays on us all a 
continental responsibility which 
none of us wish to avoid and the 
fulfillment of which is one of the 
most important guaranties of 
international friendship. 

Spirit of the Golden Rule. 


While the law is necessary for 
the proper guidance of human 
action. and will always remain 
the source of freedom and liberty 
and the ultimate guaranty of all 
our rights,-there is another ele- 
ment in our experience whieh 
must always be taken into con- 
sideration. We read that “The 
letter killeth but the spirit giveth 
life.” Oftentimes in our interna- 
tional relationship we shall have 
to look to the spirit rather than 
to the letter of the law. We shall 
have to realize that the highest 
law is consideration, co-opera- 
tion. friendship and _ charity. 
Without the application of these 
there can be no peace and no 
progress, no liberty, and no re- 
public. These are the attributes 
that raise human relationships 
out of the realm of the mechan- 
ical. above the realm of animal 
existence, into the loftier sphere 
that borders on the Divine. If 
we are to experience a new era In 
our affairs, it will be because the 
world recognizes and lives in ac- 
cordance with this spirit. Its 
most complete expression is the 
Golden Rule., 

The light which Columbus fol- 
lowed has not failed. The cour- 
age that carried him on still 
lives. They are the heritage of 
the people of Bolivar and of 
Washington. We must lay our 
voyage of exploration toward 
complete understanding and 
friendship. Having taken that 
course, we must not be turned 
aside by the fears of the timid, 
the counsels of the ignorant, or 
the designs of the malevolent. 
With law and charity as our 
guides, with that ancient faith 
which is only strengthened when 
it requires sacrifices, we shall 
anchor at last in the harbor of 
justice and truth. The same 
Pilot which stood by the side of 
the Great Discoverer, and the 
same Wisdom which instructed 
the founding fathers of our re- 
publics, will continue te abide 
with us.

joint resolution of April 20, 1898, 
honorably applied and inspired by 
the same ideals set forth in the 
ever famous declaration of inde- 
pendence of North America. lib- 
erty’s greatest monument and the 
gospel of the rights of men and 
countries; and the select group of 
distinguished persons who consti- 


tute the delegations of the nations 


of America, which. throughout a 
century, have contributed with in- 
tense activity to the welfare of the 
world and to the great progress of 
its latest historical period.

HE question of control in the immediate 

uture of the barge line on the Lower 
Mississippi River, brought up by Secretary 
Dawis of the War Department, has a vital 
reiation to the whole matter of iniand water- 
ways. Few persons would care to argue 
for permanent Government operation of 
barge lines. Certainly, that is not what the 
waterway interests of the Middie West de- 
sire. But it is desired that the pioneering 
work in restoring river navigation under 
modern conditions, which the Government 
has assumed, shall be continuéd until this 
form of transportation is on a sound basis. 
It hardly is enough that the Lower Missis- 
sippi line now may be considered on such 
a basis. The success that venture so far 
has attained is cause for gratificatio But 
at this stage it is an argument n for 
an end to Government operation but rather 
a continuance of it until a genuine system 
of inland waterways shall have been estab- 
fished. It is the system that is needed. It 
is upon the line now in successfu! operation 
that the system must be largeiy built. Any 
change of control on this line im th» im- 
mediate future would involve an obvious 
danger to the entire waterways project. The 
result might be a loss of much or all of the 
value of what has been done in this par- 
ticular case. If the aim of the Government 
was to do the pioneering work on the water- 
ways, and it was. then the obligation can- 
not be discharged until the system which 
this tniand territory and the whole eou@atry 
needs has been placed im successful pera - 
tien.

To 
her had fallen the role of canary; and her costume of white-and- 
yellow satin, together with her mass of shining golden hair and pink- 
and-white complexion, had distinguished her in the eyes of the spec- 
tators as a creature of outstanding charm. Before a fortnight had 
passed—so eulogistic were her press notices, and 60 unerringly did 
the audience single ber out for applause—the “Bird Ballet” was 
changed to the “Canary Ballet,” and Miss Odell was promoted to the 
rank of what might charitably be called Premiere Danseuse at the 
same time having a solo waltz and a song* interpolated for the spe- 
Clal display of her charms and talents.
